Matters are assuming an interesting 
phase in the street railway employes’ 
demand for a new scale from the East 
Liverpool Railway company, and once 
more a new proposition has, been pre­ 
sented to the men by the management 
of the road. 
All the employes having day 
runs 
held a meeting last evening in the Lar­ 
kins & Ferguson hall in the East End, 
when the new scale, as presented to 
the committee of division No. 52, was 
rejected. The scale was that all the 
men shall receive 18*cents an hour for 
the first six months’ work;. 20 cents an 
hour for the next 18 
months, 
after 
which they shall receive 21 cents an 
hour. 
A meeting of the men having late 
runs was held in the East End 
this 
morning, and at this meeting the prop­ 
osition of the company was rejected. 
The committee of the division was 
ordered to report the rejection to the 
coompany, and this will likely be done 
today. 
A general meeting will be held in 
the East End tomorrow night, when a 
final vote upon the future action of the 
members of the division will be taken. 
WjyjflLfjapD. today, Manager Healy 
said: 
“We have not reached a set­ 
tlement with the men yet, but I hope 
satisfactory terms can be arranged be­ 
fore tomorrow.” 
It is very reasonable to believe that 
lf the company and the men do not 
reach an understanding before tomor­ 
row evening that no cars will be in op­ 
eration on this line Thursday 
morn- 
' ing. 


The contracting plumbers held a 
meeting last night for the purpose of 
considering the proposition made to 
them by the journeymen. 
After a long debate they decided to 
not accept the proposition, ordering 
the secretary to return it to the jour­ 
neymen. 
The number of hours for a day’s 
work gave rise to the non-acceptance. 
The journeymen want an eight-hour 
day, with seven hours on 
Saturday, 
and the bosses state that if they were 
to allow such hours they would be 
so handicapped that it would be im­ 
possible to do the work now on hand. 
The question of wages did not arise 
at the meeting, as no increase is de­ 
manded by the journeymen, they sim­ 
ply wanting fewer hours at the old 
rate of wages. 
It will he remembered that a few 
weeks ago the journeymen presented 
a propositon asking for the eight-hour 
day at $4. This was turned down and 
then came the proposition presented 
last evening. 
“We think that the journeymen will 
make another concession and bgree to 
work under the presept scale,” said a 
boss plumber today. 
‘ They are a sen­ 
sible lot of men and I have no idea 
that they will strike. 
They will con­ 
tinue working nine hours at $3.50.”

The 
coolies that carry the Iride in her litter 
are dressed iii red. and they bear a 
dwarf orange tree loaded with fruit 
and coin. Tbe bride’s compartments 
are finished in red trimmings, presents 
are curried on red trays, the banner! 
borne In tile procession are originally 
crimson, which are brightened by tli€ 
rosy glow of Hie lanterns. Red umbrel­ 
las are carried, and illuminated signs 
blaze In <• lor. The canopy itself is 
decorated according to the wealth and 
tbe taste of tile bride’s family. A poor 
woman is carried to ber wedding feast 
in a plain chair painted red. If th* 
fuinily has wealth or rank, the palan­ 
quin is very ornate, decorated with 
dragon beads. The Chinese skill in 
working siik or gold cord is displayed 
in an artistic mouser.

other officers’ reports was then taken 
up and the convention was still on it 
when it adjourned for the day. 
The official report given out by the 
press committee was that the entire 
scale as reported by the wage com­ 
m ittee had been ratified, with a few 
"slight alterations.'' W hat the "slight 
alterations’' were, the press commit­ 
tee refused to divulge. They did say, 
however, that ou the whole thereon 
sidc^ation of the report 
was 
har­ 
monious, and that it was the first 
time in the history of the convention 
that it was disposed of in one day. 
This, they said, showed that it was en­ 
tirely acceptable to the great major- 
tty of the delegates. 
The ratification 
of scales is another victory for Pre si 
dent Shaffer and his policy. 
It was

against the plans followed he bore 
the brunt of the blame. Consequently 
the sanction given the wage commit 
tee’s report moans 
that

the debate on the various propo^i 
tions reached the acrimonious stage.

The VI rat Loalaa Ticattr. 
Tile first playhouse to be built in Eng­ 
land was the Theater. It was erected 
in the year 1570, and its builder was 
James Burbage, father of the famous 
actor Richard Burbage and himself 
an actor of some repute. Access to the 
Theater seems in old times to have been 
over Finsbury fields. 
The Curtain, 
which, curiously, Is named from the re- 
g’«n or old manor on which the play­ 
house was erected and not from the 
familiar drapery of the stage, was sit­ 
uated south of Holywell lane, In Moors- 
held (modern Gloucester street), and is 
first mentioned in the following year, 
1577. 
Shakespeare’s “Romeo and Ju­ 
liet” was among the many plays first 
acted there. The Theater was moved 
away to the Bankside, and the old ma­ 
terials were employed in building the 
Globe, Shakespeare's chief theater, in 
1598. The Curtain continued to be used 
as a playhouse far into the reign of 
King James. 
No picture of either of 
these original theaters has been band­ 
ed down, and owing to their position 
without the walls none of the old maps 
represents their precise location.--Lip- 
pincott’s.

OUR NAVY OF SMALL POWER. 


F o ss’ Report Declares It Confined to 


18 Battleships, 8 Armored and 


21 Protected Cruisers. 
Washington, 
April 
29.—Chairman 
Foss, of the committee on naval af 
fairs, yesterday reported to the house 
the bill making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal year end 
lng June 30, 1904, and accompanied it 
by a statement explaining its provis­ 
ions. 
The amount carried by the bill 
is $77,659,28*5.63, a reduction over the 
estimates submitted by the navy de- 
paym ent of $27,405,293, and slightly 
below last year’s appropriation. 
Perhaps tho most important feature 
of the hill is the one dealing with tho 
naval program, which authorizes the 
president to have 
constructed two 


first-class battleships of about 16,000 
tons, each to cost, exclusive of ar­ 
mor and armament, not

15JW. The C urtain continued to be used 
as a playhouse far Into th e reign of 
King James. 
No picture of either of 
these original theaters has been hand­ 
ed down, and owing to their position 
w ithout the walls none of the old maps 
represents their precise location.—Lip­ 
pi ncott’s.
